Officers Tiffe 
and Reboli were dressed in plainclothes and were operating an unmarked police car. 


Officers Tiffe and Reboli arrived onsceno^^^^^^^Band Amilcar Perez-Lopez were on 
opposite sides of a parked vehicle. ^^^^^^^^|was on the street side and Amilcar Perez- 
Lopez was on the sidewalk side of the vehicle. Officers Tiffe and Reboli identified themselves 
verbally as police officers and had their police stars displayed on their outer-most garment of 
-clothing. Officer Tiffe approached Amilcar Perez-Lopez and Officer Reboli approached --—- 

Officer Tiffe approached Amilcar Perez-Lopez, Amilcar Perez-Lopez lunged at Officer Tiffe. 
Officer Tiffe attempted to take Amilcar Perez-Lopez to the ground, initially not noticing Amilcar 
Perez-Lopez had a knife in his hand. Amilcar Perez-Lopez slashed with the knife at Officer Tiffe 
1 and Officer Tiffe pushed Amilcar Perez-Lopez away from him. Amilcar Perez-Lopez then 

advanced towards Officer Reboli. Officer Reboli and Officer Tiffe ordered Amilcar to get back 
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and drop the knife. Amilcar Perez-Lopez raised the knife and Officers Reboli and Tiffe 
discharged their firearms, striking Amilcar Perez-Lopez, Amilcar Perez-Lopez fell to the ground. 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez was handcuffed and aid was rendered. SFFD responded and pronounced 
death for Amilcar Perez-Lopez. Six (6) .40 caliber shell casings were recovered at the scene.

SUMMARY OF OFFICER STATEMENTS: 

Officer Craig Tiffe #1312 

Officer Tiffe was interviewed on February 27, 2015. Officers Tiffe and Eric Reboli were on duty 
in plainclothes and in an unmarked po lice vehicle. The officers responded to a call for service 
regarding a man chasing with a knife in the area of 24 th and Folsom Streets. Officer 

Reb oli alerted Office r Tiffe to two individuals near a parked car on Folsom Street. Officer Tiffe 
saw ^^^^^^^Biear the driver’s side door side view mirror. 

Officer Tiffe exited their vehicle and saw Amilcar Perez -Lopez near the p assenger side view 
mirror of the parked vehicle. Officer Reboli approached ^^^^^^^|and Officer Tiffe 
approached Amilcar Perez-Lopez. Officer Tiffe identified himself as a police officer. Officer 
Tiffe described Amilcar Perez-Lopez as having a “blood-lust, crazed look” on his face. 

Officer Tiffe asked Amilcar Perez-Lopez to step away from the car, he did not. Officer Tiffe 
attempted to physically control Amilcar Perez-Lopez. Officer Tiffe saw Amilcar Perez-Lopez’s 
right arm was down by his side and his hand held an object. Officer Tiffe told Amilcar Perez- 
Lopez to get on the ground. 

Amilcar Perez-Lopez lunged at Officer Tiffe with his right hand; Officer Tiffe disengaged from 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez and Amilcar Perez-Lopez “took a swipe” at his chest. Officer Tiffe saw 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez holding a very large knife and waving it in the air, Amilcar Perez-Lopez 
took a step in Officer Reboli’s direction. Officer Tiffe drew his firearm and yelled to drop the 
knife. Officer Tiffe saw the knife in Amilcar Perez-Lopez’s hand and heard shots. After the 
shots Amilcar Perez-Lopez rais ed the knife and Officer Tiffe believed that Amilcar Perez-Lopez 
was going for Officer Tiffe discharged his firearm and Amilcar Perez-Lopez fell. 

Officer Tiffe saw the knife lying on the ground near Amilcar Perez-Lopez. Officer Reboli 
handcuffed Amilcar Perez-Lopez. 

Officer Tiffe believed that Amilcar Perez-Lopez was intending to attack ^^^^^^^|with the 
knife and discharged his weapon as a result. Officer Tiffe thought that Amilcar Perez-Lopez was 
trying to kill him or anyone in his way. 
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Officer Eric Reboli #1615 

Officer Reboli was interviewed on February 27, 2015. Officers Eric Reboli and Craig Tiffe were 
in plainclothes and in an unmarked police vehicle . The officers responded to a call for service 
regarding a person being chased by ^^^^^^Bwith a knife in the area of 24 th and Folsom 
Streets. Mid-block on the east side Folsom Street between 24 th and 25 th Streets , Officer Reboli 
saw movement and alerted Officer Tiffe. Officer Reboli saw a parked vehicle; HIHHH 
was leaning against the vehicle on the driver’s side (street side) and Amilcar Perez-Lopez was on 
the passenger side (sidewalk side). 

Office r Reboli approached identified himself as a police officer. 

HH was out of breath and breathing hard. Officer Reboli saw Officer Tiffe verbally contact 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez. Officer Reboli then saw Officer Tiffe engaged in a physical struggle with 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez, Officer Reboli described it as “violently resisting.” Officer Reboli ran to 
assist Officer Tiffe and saw Officer Tiffe lunge backwards and put his hands up. Officer Reboli 
saw the flash of a very large knife in Amilcar Perez-Lopez’s hand. Officer Reboli saw Amilcar 
Perez-Lopez wildly “slashing” at Officer Tiffe. 

Amilcar Perez-Lopez faced Officer Reboli and ran toward him; Officer Reboli stopped and 
“lunged” back. Officer Reboli gave a verbal command to Amilcar Perez-Lopez to drop the knife. 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez continued to advance toward Officer Reboli. Officer Reboli saw the flash 
of the knife and Officer Rebolifearedfor his life. Fie feared that Officer Tiffe had beenstabbed 
or cut an d he knew that still in very close proximity. He feared 

j^^Hlife was in danger. Officer Reboli discharged his weapon at Amilcar Perez-Lopez, 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez collapsed. The knife fell from his grip and came to a rest on the street. 
Officer Reboli handcuffed Amilcar Perez-Lopez. Officer Reboli felt that his fife was in imminent 
danger. Officer R eboli felt Officer Tiffe’s life was in imminent danger. Officer Reboli felt 

life was in imminent danger. Officer Reboli felt the threat was still imminent 
when he discharged his firearm 

Officer Dominique Ellis #1614 

Officer Ellis was interviewed on February 27, 2015. Officer Ellis was working with Officer 
Cabillo. The officers were assigned as marked patrol unit 3D14D when a radio call was broadcast 
of a person with a knife, the officers responded. When the officers approached the area of 24 th 
and Folsom Streets she heard gunshots, she br oadcast via radio. Officer Cabillo ran west on 
Folsom Street. She saw Amilcar Perez-Lopez, ^^^^^^^^|and Officers Tiffe and Reboli. 

She did not recall the number of shots fired. 
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Officer Joshua Cabillo #1014 


Officer Cabillo was interviewed on February 27, 2015. Officer Cabillo was working with Officer 
Ellis. The officers were assigned as marked patrol unit 3D14D when a radio call was broadcast of 
a person with a knife, the officers responded. When the officers approached the area of 24 th and 
Folsom Streets he heard four to 5 gunshots, he exited their vehicle. He saw three to four 
individuals across the street, including Officers Tiffe an d Reboli, one person was on the ground. 

He saw a knife on the ground. He saw the others. He req uested an _ 

ambulance. He saw Officer Obidi performing CPR. He took a statement from^^l^^^^H 
^I^UHtold him “the officers sav ed my life” and “the officer in the tan pants saved my 
fife.”

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The San Francisco District Attorney’s Office has completed its review of the February 26, 2017 
shooting on Folsom Street involving San Francisco Police Officers Craig Tiffe (Star #1312) and 
Eric Reboli (Star #1651), resulting in the death of Amilcar Perez-Lopez. The District Attorney’s 
Office concluded that there is insufficient evidence to file criminal charges against either officer. 
The District Attorney’s Office is closing the file and will take no further action.
